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WILLIAM DEAS/DEES 

William Deas was born around the year 1820. He was the son of 
Joel and Susan Williams Deas Jr. William Deas married Eliza Rester 
in Mobile County, Alabama on 12 November 1844. She was the daughter 
of David and Barbary Rester. Soon after they married they moved to 
Hancock County, Mississippi. The 1850 Hancock County, Mississippi 
census shows William and Eliza Deas living next to Eliza's parents 
in Hancock County, Mississippi. By 1860 William and Eliza had moved 
back to Mobile County, Alabama. The 1870 Census for Washington’ Gaunty, 
Alabama shows the William Deas family residing there for a short period 
of time. By 1880 the family was on the move again. This time they moved 
to Jackson County, Mississippi. They are located on the 1880 Jackson 
County, Mississippi census. Finally they return to and settled in Mobile 
County, Alabama. William Deas was dead by 1900. His widow Eliza Rester 
Deas is found on the 1900 census for Mobile County. She was living in 
the area of present day Tanner-Williams, Alabama. 

William and Eliza Rester Deas had at least nine children. They 
are Joseph who married Mary Ann Skelly; Jackson who married Nancy Sanford; 
Lucinda; Elisha who married Rebecca Grimes; Willie; Lucretia "Creasey" 
who married Ramson Morgan; David; Martha Ann who married James W. Morgan; 
and William Jr. William jr. married twice. He married first Elizabeth 
Jackson on 17 January 1887 and he married second Mary Almedee Rester on 
29 November 1900. 

The following is a break down of the children and grandchildren of 
William and Eliza Rester Deas. The oldest child of William and Eliza was 
Joseph Deas. He and his wife Mary Skelly had at least seven children: 
John Wesley; Pleasant; Eugene; George; Henry; Martin; and Sidney Deas. 

Their son Jackson Deas and his wife Nancy had at least eight children: 


William R.; Mary Melissa; Joseph Wesley; Rosaline; Columbus; Charlie; 


Nancy; and Lamuel Deas. 
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Their third child Elisha Deas and his wife Rebecca had at least 
six children: William F.; Elizabeth; Nancy; Marion; Lewis; and Frank Deas 

Their fourth child Lucretia and her husband Ramson Morgan had at 
least three sons: Edward; Lee Ramson; and Lawrence Morgan. The two 
youngest sons were raised by their grandmother Eliza Rester Deas after 
their mother died. 

William and Eliza's youngest child was William Jr. William Jr. 
married first Elizabeth Jackson. She was the daughter of Thomas and 
Nancy Walker Jackson. William Jr. and Elizabeth had one daughter named 
Hattie Deas. William Jr. married next Mary Almedee Rester. She was the 
daughter of Eddins and Sarah Ann Missouri Dearman Rester. With his 
second wife William Jr. had six children: Ella; Lonnie; Ellis; Roxie; 
Hardy; and Corrine Deas. 

Most of the Deas/Dees family is buried in the Deas/Dees Cemetery 
that is located in Tanner-Williams,Mobile County, Alabama. Some early 


records call the cemétery the Rester Cemetery. It is located on land that 


was owned by Eliza Rester Deas father David Rester and her brother Jackson

My Vindication

filed my own defective pleadings, the case must have been a very clear one to secure 
such an opinion. The “Pastor” referred to in the opinion is Elder J. O. Green, originally 
from near Brookhaven, Miss., but in the year 1892 pastor of the Moss Point Baptist 
church, and now some where in Texas.

On the 25th day of February 1895, the following opinion was delivered by the Court: 


No. 8058 M. A. Dees Chancery Court 
VS. of 
Moss Point Baptist Ch. al Jackson Co. 


Woods, J., delivered the opinion of the Court. 


The appellant exhibited his bill in the Chancery Court of Jackson County against 
the Moss Point Baptist Church, as we understand his wholly inartificial pleading, with a 
two fold object viz: to fasten a charge of about $1400 upon the church building of the 
appellee, and for a reversal of the action of said Moss Point Baptist church in excluding 
him from its membership. 

It appears that in the year 1874, Mr. Dees and two or three other men, and about a 
score of pious women united in the organization of “The Baptist Church of Jesus Christ 
at Moss Point.” The infant church was few in numbers and poor in earthly possessions 
but, nothing daunted by these apparent discouragements they resolved to build a house of 
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worship according to certain plans and specifications at an estimated cost of about 
$2,000. A subscription list to that end of about $450 only, was secured, and despite this 
poor beginning, the work was begun in faith and hope. Its prosecution was counted 
almost wholly to the hands of one courageous ruggedly resolute man, M. A. Dees. His 
interest in the work was consuming and his zeal was unflagging. His own subscription to 
the building fund of $100 it is needless for us to say, was promptly paid, and counting 
this and adding the subscriptions paid by others, the sum of $450 was all that could be 
secured. But what was $450 in the construction of an edifice which was to cost $2000? 
To accomplish his heart’s desire, Mr. Dees gave his services, his time, and when funds 
failed out of his own means advanced nearly $1400 to carry to completion this house to 
be dedicated to the worship of Almighty God. It is safe to say that, but for the devoted 
zeal of this devout man, the undertaking would have miserably failed. And when his 
ardent hopes had their full fruition in the dedication of a completed house to the Lord’s 
service, he then gave his love, his time, his labors to the upbuilding of this church, which 
he had been chiefly instrumental in planting. As a deacon, as a Sunday-school 
Superintendent and as an active, aggressive member, it is no exaggeration to say he fairly 
carried the church. 

He was earnest, prayerful, and blameless in his life in the church, and in the 
world. That he had some infirmities is plain. He was positive in his views of doctrine 
and government in the church, and he was free and dogmatic in announcing them. He 
was a Baptist of pronounced type, and he annoyed and displeased some in and out of his 
church. The man of vehement temperament and high spirit and fixed opinions meets 
opposition and often makes enemies. But his spiritual life so far as we are capable of 
judging from the record before us was blameless and his character as a moral man above 
all suspicions. 

Without previous notice with no hint of any charges to be that day made against 
him he was on Sunday, April 3, 1892, hastily, unjustly, and ruthlessly excommunicated, 
under the leadership of the pastor, by a pitiful vote of nine members, out of a total of 
about fifty. And this was done in pursuance of a pre-concerted, secret cacus agreement 
of the pastor and a few members entered into the night previous thereto. 

It seems to us that this cruel wrong done a brother may be within the letter of the 
constitution and laws of that particular church, but it was wholly foreign to its spirit, as 
well as to the spirit of Christian charity and fellowship. 

The Baptist Church at Moss Point was and is in government and discipline, a pure 
democracy. Its determination of questions of doctrine and discipline is exclusive and 
final. There is no appeal to any superior ecclesiastical court, and over things spiritual, or 
ecclesiastical, the civil courts, ordinarily, may not take jurisdiction. The civil 
government must be free from all ecclesiastical interference, and the church of Jesus 
Christ, except in property rights, is not to be controlled by State authority. Every person 
uniting with the Baptist church, impliedly or expressly covenants, obedience to its laws, 
and by that covenant, this appellant is bound. We cannot reverse the action of the church 
in excluding him, and he is without direct redress by appeal to a higher ecclesiastical 
tribunal by the very constitution of the church of his love. 

If we had jurisdiction in matters ecclesiastical, (and we thank God we have not), 
the order of excommunication, in this gainful case should be reversed and rescinded for a 
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more petty, unfair, and unjust exhibition of religious tyranny can hardly be imagined. Let 
the unhappy appellant console himself by the reflection that to the secular mind the 
strongest proof of the divine origin of the church of God on earth and its final triumph is 
to be found in its survival of all the follies and crimes of its ministers and members. 

In questions involving property rights in church organizations, the civil power has 
jurisdiction, and is and of right in this free land ought to be supreme. 

That Mr. Dees advanced, not gave, nearly $1400 out of his own pocket, to build 
and suitably furnish the church house, is certain. The decree of the special chancellor or 
finds, and we heartedly concur in that finding. That he never afterwards gave it, we are 
sure, and here in we disagree with the court below. When and where and in what way 
did he give it? Where is the receipt given, or the acquittance signed by the appellant? It 
does not exist. The vague unsatisfactory statement of one or more of the witnesses for 
appellee that Mr. Dees somewhere and at some time SAID he had given this munificent 
advancement to the church cannot over throw the records of the church, showing a 
balance due M. A. Dees of about $1400, and all the other evidence in the case, on this 
point. That this loyal and devoted Baptist would never have resorted to the courts of the 
country to compel payment of the large sum advanced by him, but for his miserable 
explusion from the church, we have no doubt, but that is to his everlasting credit, and it 
in no way shows that he ever GAVE the advancement to this church which he so much 
loved. 

There is another hard, though perfectly legal defense, set up, in the plea, by way 
of answer, of the church at Moss Point, of the statute of limitations, which stands in the 
way of a reversal. In a noble spirit of devotedness to this particular church of his 
affections, the appellant for more than fifteen years forbore to make any demand for 
payment of his large debt, and this plea of the statue of limitations presents an 
insurmountable obstacle to appellant’s s successful assertion to his right to fix a lean for 
advancements upon the property. The appellant, during all these long years, was a mere 
trustee of the dry, legal title to the property. He was not in possession of the property in 
the execution of an active trust, making repairs and necessary improvements, for which 
he might demand repayment of the owner on the execution and surrender of his trust; he 
was the simple depository of the naked, legal title, and his wonderful forbearance to even 
make demand for payment of his poor and struggling brethren has subjected his claim to 
the bar of the statute of limitations. 

We regret that, under the law we cannot give him even this relief. His 
compensation must come from a consciousness of a high duty nobly performed by him; 
from the approval of his course by the good and wise preachers of his church, who have 
borne striking evidence to his character as a man and a church member; and from that 
profound sympathy of this court for him in his old age. 

We regret that our duty compels an affirmance of the decree of the court below, 
but not upon the ground given for that decree by the court.

As most all other prominent citizens are aspiring for some office, and as all the 
others have been urged, and implored by “many voters,” or “many friends,” to sacrifice 
themselves the alters of their country, and as I have waited until the “eleventh hour,” and 
no voter, or friend has ever hinted at the fact that I would be a good “Lamb Meet for the 
Sacrifice,” any wife and children and myself have had a convention, and are impressed 
with the conviction, that this whole country is on the road to the “Demnition Row 
Wows,” and the only salvation for it, is to raise me to the grand position of “Floater” for 
Harrison, and Jackson counties. Being “unhonored and unknown,” it may be necessary 
for me to declare my position on the great questions of the day. 

Being a married man, of course, I am in favor of matrimony, and as we have eight 
good healthy children, { think I can say that marriage is not a failury. 

Politically, 1 am a “white man” and as such would at least for the present: vote 
with the Democratic party, especially as there is not other party to vote with. 

Religiously, I am a christian notice I spell the word with small letters but would 
not object to a Turk, or Mohammedan sitting in the next seat to me, in the Legislature. 

Denominationally, I am a Baptist, yet as such. I always put Chirst before the 
Church and blood before water. 

ECCLESIASTICALLY, I contend that the humblest old, poor and illiterate sister 
in any church is as big as Henry Ward Beacher, or the pope of Rome. 

THE TEMPERANCE QUESTION. It is well known that I am “tooth and ote- 
nail,” against the sale of liquor yet I contend that all legislative acts and community was 
against the sale should be made in open and fair ways. 

Finance. All I can promise in this line is that if elected I will draw my salary as 
promptly as the embarrassing circumstances will permit; and as our state Legislatures 
have no power to coin money this seems to me is about all I could do in the finance line, 
while acting statesman in a state Legislature. After I have been in the Legislature one 
term you will, no doubt send me to the U. S. Senate and by that time I will have secured 
my diploma in finance. 

ON THE TARIFF Question - I will say that I will also attend to this when I go to 
the U. S. Senate. In the meantime, I wish to assure those who don’t know enough to vote 
for me, that I have been studying this question for twenty years and have sat at the feet of 
Ben Butler, J. G. Blaine, Sam Randell and other great tariff teachers, and have at least 
learned that the word tariff, was taken from Tarilla a practical town in old Spain, so you 
see Iknow a great deal about this great question and much more than “many voters” do. 

Ger. Immergration. Now you strike me right. I am in favor of taking any 
reasonable steps to secure to our fair coast and in fact our whole State, every intelligent 
industrious white immigrant possibly and to this end and for this purpose is my only 
desire to be elected. 

PROGRESSIVENESS. I am in favor of all legislative and municipal encourages 
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meant to all industries especially in the way of manufacturing any and all kinds of raw 
material, growing or grown in our state. 

Capitol and Labor. I favor all safe guards and protection to investments, or non- 
residents Jew or gentile, yet I fully endorse the “Income Tax and would like to go one 
step further and get a “Graduated” income tax. I have all my life been an employer and 
not an employee, and plead guilty to the self imposed charge that I have worked laborers 
fourteen hours a day in saw mills. Yet I claim that was away back in the “dark ages” 
when we knew no better and today if I could be instrumental in making TEN hours a 
legal day’s work in all branches of industry in this state excepting of course, such as farm 
work and other similar kinds, I would feel that when the “Master” comes to reward and 
punish I would at least have an “offset” against the charge of having worked my poor 
laborers twelve to fourteen hours for a days work. 

EDUCATION. I have but little of this myself, hence I can appreciate the want of 
it, and if I ever get to the Legislature, that great body of statesman must provide the 
means and plans for not less than eight months free school each year, and in order to do 
this, I favor the educable age to be put from eight to sixteen, instead of five to twenty-one 
as now. 

FAIR Honest Elections and Ballot Reform. I am fully convinced that generally 
speaking, political canvassing, in nation, State and County is rotten to the core and many 
votes are bought, and that in many ways; and while I would like to be elected so as to do 
something for our Coast and State, I would not “treat” one voter or spend a dollar, if by 
so doing, my election could be assured. The printer’s bill is about the only bill or 
expense that I shall pay. I would hold in contempt any vote that I could buy. 

CONCLUSION. I was in Massachusetts when Gen. B. F. Butler ran for 
Governor. He was very unpopular, yet he was elected. When his supporters were asked 
why they were voting for Butler they answered, they just wanted to see what the “old 
man would do.” I presume I am the most unpopular man on the Coast, and as our other 
legislators generally Did Nothing. I promise to do Something even if I have to do wrong, 
so I thought you may elect me, just to see what I would do. If I can’t make the 
Legislature do anything else, I will make them expel or excommunicate me. 


Now, Mr. Editor, I have “hit every subject, and every class of men except those 
fellows who are candidates, just because so “many voters” beg them to be and in order to 
make them “pay the fiddler.” I ask that you make each one of them do as I have done and 
fully define, their positions on all these great questions, in not less than a half column to 
each one, in your viable paper, not forgetting to make each one do as I have, and pay you 
full advertising rates for same. With longing eyes toward the capitol.

IMPROVEMENT IN TRUCKS FOR LOADING LOCOMOTIVE-TENDERS. 


Specification forming. part of Letters Patent No. 220,353, dated October 7, 1879; application filed 
July 2, 1879. 


To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Mam DrEEs, of 
Scranton, in the county of Jackson and Stateof 
Mississippi, have invented a new and Improved 
Truck for Supplying Fuel to Locomotive- 
Tenders, of which the following is a specifica- 
tion. 

The object of my invention is to construct 
apparatus for loading wood or coal upon loco- 
motive-tenders in the required quantity at once 
in place of tossing the fuel by hand, as usu- 
ally practiced, thereby saying tine, and, in 
the case of wood, packing it more closely on 
the tender. 

My invention consists in a truck adapted 
for being moved on a track by means of arack 
and pinion, whereby one end may be projected 
over the tender, and fitted at its end with a 
tilting platform for receiving the fuel and dis- 

‘ charging it. 

The construction and operation will be more 
particularly described in connection with the 
accompanying drawings, wherein— 

Figure 1 is a plan view of the apparatus 
adapted for loading wood. Fig. 2 is a verti- 
cal longitudinal section of the same on line xa 
of Fig. 1. 

Similar letters of reference indicate corre- 
sponding parts. 

A is a tramway, whichis to be laid perma- 
nently at the usual or desired place for sup- 
plying the locomotive with fuel, and prefera- 
bly at a “cut,” so. thatthe tramway‘will be 
about on a level with the top of the tender. 
It may, however, be raised by suitable sup- 
ports to the desired level, and inclined planes 
or platforms may be built, on which the wood 
can be rolled up. with wheelbarrows to the 
truck. 

The tracks a a consist of wooden or iron 
rails, and are laid at right angles to the rail- 
road-track, the inner ends of the rails a termi- 
nating near the main track. 

Upon the tracks a is.a track, B, supported 
by three pairs of wheels, b, one pair at each 
end and a pair intermediately and near the 
inner end. 

Upon the side rails of truck B racks ¢ ¢ are 
fitted, and upon a cross-sliaft, d, that is fitted 
above. the truck in. the fixed bearings e, are 
pinions ff, which mesh with racks ¢ ¢. 


The shaft d is provided with a crank-han- 
dle, so that it may be turned and the truck B 
thereby moved back and forth on the tracks a. 

Upon the inner end of truck Bis hung a 
platform, g, by eyes, staples, or other suitable 
devices, which permit the platform to swing 
forward and back. These hinge-connections 
are placed about midway of the platform, so 
that one end of the platform projects over the 
enc of the truck. 

The platform is prevented from tipping, 
when loaded, by a spring-latch, h, which is 
connected to a sliding bar, 7, that is hung on 
truck B. This bari is connected by a cord or 
chain with a trigger, &, attached upon the 
outer end of the truck, by which the latch can 
be released. 

Upon the back end of the platform g are 
fixed stanchions / 1, upon the top of which le- 
vers mm are hung. These levers m carry at 
one end swinging stanchions n ”, which are 
provided with pins at their swinging end for 
entering holes in the forward end of the plat- 
form, so that the wood may be piled upon the 


platform, and the stanchions ¢ » will retain « 


the same in place, as shown in Fig.2. To the 
opposite end of the lever m chains o are con- 
nected, which are also attached to the truck, 
and there are also chains p connected with 
the truck and platform for limiting the for- 
ward tilting movement of the latter, 

When the tender is to be supplied with fuel, 
the truck B, carrying the wood piled upon the 


platform, is ‘moved forward on the tracks a by” 


means of the gearing. 

The inner end of the truck will usually be 
projected beyond the end of tracks a, as shown 
in Fig. 2, and the platform g be thereby 
brought over thetender. When this position 
is reached the trigger & comes in contact with 
the shaft d, releasing the lateh h, and the plat- 
form being overbalanced by the wood it is 
tilted forward. When partly over the chains 
D pull out the stanchions x, and theload falls 
into the tender. The platform g then returns 


to place, and the truck is run back for loading. 

By these means the fuel can be loaded on a 
tender with a great saving of time and labor 
over methods heretofore: “practiced, and the 
wood will also be piled on the tender more com- 
pactly, so thata larger quantity can be loaded.

DEVICE FOR SUPPORTING A LAMP AND SWING-BRUSH. 


SPECIFICATION forming part of Letters Patent No. 226,807, dated March 23, 1880. 
Application filed January 7, 1880. 


To all whom it may concern : { 

Be it known that I, Mark A. Dens, of Scran- 
ton, Jackson county, State of Mississippi, have 
invented a new Improvement in a Device for 
Supporting a Lamp and Swing-Brush, of which 
the following is a specification. 

The object of my invention is to construct 
and fit chandeliers in a manner to permit their 
use during the day as brushes for keeping ta- 
bles free from flies. 

Figure 1 is a sectional elevation of an apart- 
ment fitted with my combined chandelier and 
fly-brush. Fig. 2is a front elevation of the 
chandelier. 

Similar letters of reference indicate corre- 
sponding parts. 

The chandelier A consists of an open frame 
of the required size, and of any desired form 
or material, fitted with a basket, a, to receive 
a lamp-fountain or gas-jet, inthe usual manner. 

The chandelier is attached by means of a set- 
screw, a’, to a bar, b’, that is hung by a knuckle- 
joint to the hanger b, that is attached firmly 


_to the ceiling of the apartment, as illustrated 


by Fig. 1. 

At one side of the apartment, near the ceil- 
ing, an angle-lever, c, is hung in a suitable sup- 
port, from one arm of which lever a wire or 
cord, e, passes to and is connected with the 
chandelier-bar}. From the other arm of lever 
ca cord or wire, /, passes to a second angle- 
lever, g, that is-preferably fitted beneath the 
floor of the apartment, and from lever g a cord 
or wire, h, passes to a lever, 7, that projects 
upward through an aperture in the floor, and 
is fitted with a foot-piece, /, so that it may be 
used as a treadle. 

The lever i, or a pitman that leads to an an- 
gle-lever, is to be placed in a position for con- 
venient operation by a person sitting at the 
table, and so as to be covered by the table. . 


When it is desired to use the chandelier as 
a brush for keeping flies from the table, the 
lamp may be removed and the chandelier given 
a swingivg motion by means of the treadle. 
The connections will be fitted so that the brush 
will swing over only the center portion of the 
table, and such movement can be given with 
but slight effort on the part of the operator. 

To render the apparatus more effective as a 
brush, banners or tufts of suitable material 
are to be attached to the chandelier, as shown 
at l, which will remain permanently, and will 
not be liable to injure or upset articles on the 
table. 

The chandelier may be adjusted on the bar 
b according to the height of the ceiling and 
table. 

I do not limit myself to the details of con- 
struction exactly as shown and described, as 
the connections and devices for swinging the 
brush may be varied both in construction and 
position. : 

Daring the day-time, when the lamp-foun- 
tain is not in the basket, there may be flowers 
or fruit placed therein. 

The device can be used as well with gas as 
with oil by having a flexible piece of hose or 
pipe where the bar b joins the ceiling. 

Having thus described my invention, I claim 
as new and desire to secure by Letters: Pat- 
ent— 

An adjustable frame adapted, substaritially 
as shown and described, to support a lamp 
and brush, in combination with the treadle, 
rods, and levers, as and for the purpose speci- 
fied.

Republican Square. It is situated 


. two and one-half miles from 


Moss Point and two miles from 
Scranton on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad. The avenues 
are Utah, Brigham Young, Joe 
Smith and Salt Lake. The streets 
are Blaine, Harrison, Ingalls and 
Reed. A lot is donated for a 
Mormon Church in the 
‘southwestern part of town,” the 
newspaper said. 

“The population is principally 
colored and in politics, 
principally Republicans, with 
Mormon tendencies. What will 
be the outcome of the new town, 
no one knows.” Little is known 
about what happened to the 
dreams of a place called 
Republic Square. The only cer- 
tainty is that it never 
materialized to Dees’ expecta- 
tions. 

Civil engineer and surveyor 
Burton Goode, the son of wealthy 
sawmill owner Garland Goode, 
prepared Republican Square’s 

' plat on Dec. 27, 1890, and it can 
be found in Jackson County’s 
land. records. Dees, who owned 
much of the land in the vicinity, 
had the town laid out in 16 twa 

_ and one-half acre lots along the 
railroad in a place often called 
Moss Point Junction. Republican 
Square stretched between to- 
‘day’s Nathan Hale Avenue, 
south to the west end of I.G. Levy 
Drive. It probably included the 
area from Basswood Street on 
the west to the lake area of I.G, 
Levy Park to the east. : 
The plat shows that today’s 
Nathan Hale is in the approx- 
imate location of a street that 

_ was to have been called Eutaw, 
or Utah, Street.

Dees, was born in 1846 in the 
Forts Lake area and was the son 
of Calvin Dees and Mary 
Charlotte Tippins. When he was 
33 years old, he bought the 
Pascagoula Democrat Star from 
M.B. Richmond and edited the 
paper for six years until he was 
succeeded by P.K. Mayers. In 


the 1890s, Dees entered the 


political arena, serving in the 
Legislature as representative of 
Harrison and Jackson counties 
in 1896-98 and in 1908 and 1910. 
But he should also be 
remembered as the man who is 
responsible for renaming the 
section of Jackson County 
around Pascagoula’s depot, 
Scranton. It was | during these 
attempts that Dees learned that 
it helped to be a Republican 
during a Republican ad- 
ministration and may have 
given birth to the idea of one day 
naming a place RepUbeewE 


. Square. 


A letter Dees wrote to the local 
newspaper explained the 
situation. He said that after the 
railroad was built in the late 
1870s and mail was coming on 
the trains, he tried to get the 
Pascagoula postmaster M.S.W. 
Dodson — a Republican, by the 
way — to miove the post office 
near the depot, instead of near 
the water, which was formerly 
the main way of carrying the 
mail. 

When this failed, he tried to get 
another post office in addition to 


_ Pascagoula’s along the bay 


which was a distance away from 
the station. ‘‘I called the chief.

This young man 
knew Mr. Dodson as a good 
Republican, and asked me if I, or 
any of my co-petitioners, were 
Republicanms.

But 
times changed. Then C.H. Alley, 
who was active in county gov- 
ernment, began “‘sleeping in the 
Republican camp,”’ and the next 
application, naming Alley as 
postmaster, was approved. 

The railroad station was 
known as East Pascagoula, but 
the federal regulations preferred 
a name that did not sound like 
Pascagoula. Alley, who liked the 
name Farragut, asked Dees for 
his advice. As the train that 
would take the papers to 
Washington was roaring down 
the tracks, Dees said he told 
Alley, ‘‘Let us name it Scranton, 
whereupon Mr. Alley wrote the 
name, Scranton, and put the 
papers in the mailcar.” 

Eventually the place was 
called Scranton and it became 
the county seat, remaining. 
Scranton until the early 1900s 
when it again became 
Pascagoula. 

The Deeses first sold a quarter 
section that today includes the 
avenues from Boston to Detroit 
to Adam Blumer of Moss Point, 
but excluded the Republican 
Square property. 

They sold 280 acres in two 
separate areas to Mailley and 
Gillane Grocery Company of 
New Orleans, but whether they 
ever used any of the land for 
business purposes is unknown. 

After the platting of 
Republican Square, they sold 
two lots fronting the railroad 
between Eutaw and Brigham to 
a man called George A. 
Washington. 

Little is known about 
Washington, other than suits 
involving the property that were 
in and out of chancery-court for 
years. It seemed that in 1893, 
three years after Washington 
bought the lots in Republican 
Square, he used the land as 
collateral in a $25 promissory 


/ note to buy a brown horse from 


C.P. Barreda of Brownsville, 
Texas. In the meanwhile, 
Washington sold the land to 


_ Charles Walker, but the deed 
| making the sale official was 
never Hed and Washington died : 


| ‘the land, ‘citing: that ‘Washington 
still owed him money. for th 


horse. He later learned that the 


' land was in the possession of 
| Charles. Walker’s widow, 


Placide Walker, and her 
children, because Walker had 
died in the’ July 1896. Because of 
the confusing nature of the case 
and lack of documentation of 
land ownership, the case con- 
tinued into the early 1900s, 


By then, Republican Square 
was a remnant of the distant 
past. President Harrison was 
defeated in a second bid for 


the White House for the next four 
years. Dees continued to sell 
land and be active in govern- 
ment, but there was no mention 
of his long-forgotten town, 
Republican Square, among his 
list of isa seminar 
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
